DIscRETION REGARDING TRIAL BY SUMMARY 
courT.—The fact that the number of trials by in- 
ferior court-martial has greatly increased since the 
establishment of the summary court indicates that 
officers of the Army bave the impression that under 
the present system they must bring every derelic- 
tion of duty betore a court for trial, and that they 
are allowed uo discretion in the matter. This is a 
mistake. Their discretion is the same now as it was 
under the garrison court system, and they are not 
obliged to bring cases before the summary court 
which they believe ourht to be disposed of with an 
admonition or the wii -oiding of privileges or in- 
dulgences. The extent of the exercise of this dis- 
cretion, within these limits, is subject to the control 
of the commanding officer.—[Decision Actg. Sec. 
War, Nov. 14, 91—19136 A. G. O., 1891.] 

VILI. BAND FUNDS NOT ENTITLED TO TEN PER 
CENT. OF VALUE OF STOCK AND FIXTURES.—The 
Secretary of War decides as follows the question 
whether band funds are entitled to 10 per cent. of 
amounts paid canteens by incoming companies for 
a share of the canteen stock and fixtures: The prin- 
ciple applicable to the case is found in paragraph 
343, not 341, of the Regulations. In effect it is this, 
that whenever organizations either withdraw from 
or join a canteen its stock and fixtures are divided 
among the contributors thereto. A company retir- 
ing from the canteen receives, as a rule, the money 
equivalent of its proportionate share; when a com- 

apy joins the canteeo the amount which it pays for 

ts share is distributed among the organizations 

whose partner it becomes. In neitber case does any 
benefit accrue to the band fund.—[{Decision Sec.

IX. PRICES OF ARTICLES SOLD BY POST CANTEENS.— 
There must be absolute uniformity in the prices of

XII. ALL MEN SUBSISTED BY A COMPANY TO BE IN- 
CLUDED IN COMPUTING ITS SHARE OF CANTEEN PROF- 
1ts.—The principle underlying the provisions of 
paragraph 341 of the Regulations 1s that barring the 
small proportion set apart for the benefit of the 
fund of a band that may be serving at the post, the 
net profits resulting from the operations of the post 
canteen shall be expended for the improvement of 
the table-fare of the companies coutributing there- 
to. The share of each is determined by the mean 
strength present, exclusive of the sick and the pris- 
oners, who may be restricted to a special diet, and 
whether so restricted or not ought not to be patrons 
of the canteen. It follows thatin computing such 
strength, all the men subsisted at the company mess 
(except those falling within the two classes men- 
tioned), whether belonging to the company or to 
other organizations, should be included, and all men 
not so subsisted, though members of the company, 
should be excluded.— [Decision Sec. War, Nov. 18, 91— 
19623 A. G. O., 1891,] 


XIII. ENLISTED MEN OF THE SIGNAL CorPs.—All 
officers having charge of descriptive lists of enlisted 
men of the Signal Corps who are not mustered at 
garrisoned posts will forward monthly to the Chief 
Signal Officer, U. S. Army, direct, a true copy of all 
remarks made on their descriptive lists; also a copy 
of the descriptive lists when such lists are trans- 
ferred to other officers.—[General decision, Ngv.

XIV. WHEN FULL DRESS IS PROPER AT INSPEC- 
TION.—The form of words used in paragraph 1768 of 
the Regulations, in so far as it prescribes the full 
dress as the uniform to be worn at inspections, must 
be interpreted as requiring such uniform only at 
those iuspections which, by the officer directing 
them, are intended to be occasions of ceremony. 
Not all inspections are occasions of ceremony. The 
object of some may be solely to enable a command- 
ing officer to critically examine the condition of his 
command and its equipments—in short, its efficiency 
for service—for all which that officer is responsible 
to higher authority. For this purpose the command- 
ing vfficer of the organization, whether it be a com- 
pany, battalion, or more complex command, must 
bave authority to prescribe any uniform and equip- 
ment (full dress, undress, equipped for field service, 
etc.) that may be contemplated by the Regulations 
for service in garrison or in the field. Company 
commanders should therefore not be restrained in 
this respect in the exercise of a sound discretion. 
Again, the command—whether it be a company or 
other organization—may be paraded for inspection 
by a superior commander or by his staff officer. 
Such an occasion will, presumptively, be one of 
ceremony, and the commanding officer will there- 
fore, in the absence of instructions from the superior 
commander, or from his staff officer deputed to make 
the inspection, parade the troops in full dress uni- 
form as contemplated by the Regulations for a 
ceremonial oecasion. But even in the case of in- 
spections by a superior commander, or by a staff 
officer deputed to perform that duty, such officer 
may prescribe any regulativn uniform and equip- 
ment according to the special object which he has 
in view. In general, therefore, “full dress” will be 
the obligatory uniform for an inspection, whenever 
the officer conducting it desires to make it, in part 
or in whole, an occasion of ceremony.—[ Decision 
Maj. Gen. Commanding, Nov. 21, 91—20229 A. G. O., 

XV. MILITARY FUNERALS.—The ambulance should 
not be used as a hearse, nor for the transportation 
of the deac, exceptin the case of necessity, such 
use being prohibited by section 6 of the act of Con- 
gress approved March 11, 1864. The most apprepriate 
military hearse, and the one commonly used where 
available, is ap artillery caisson, suitably draped. A 
common wagon, the box being covered with plank 
or something as a support for the casket, and ap- 
propriately draped, answers the same purpose much 
better than the common hearse, and should be used 
at all military posts where there are no artillery 
caissons, for strictly military funerals. On other 
occasions, when thought proper by the commanding 
officer, an escort wagon or other suitable vebicie 
may be used as a hearse.—[Decision Actg. Sec. War, 
Nov. 24, 91—19648 A. G. O., 1891.] 

XVI. MANUAL OF HEAVY ARTILLERY SERVICE.— 
All changes affecting the Manual of Heavy Artillery

XVII.—PAYMENT OF AN EXPERT IN HANDWRITING 
AS WITNESS.—The Secretary of War has authority to 
order the employment of experts in a trial before a 
court-martial, and to determine the rate of com- 
pensation to be paid them; and he is not limited to 
the rate prescribed by the Army Regulations for 
civilian witnesses, who can be compelled to testify. 
The appropriation for “compensation of reporters 
and witnesses attending upon courts martial and 
courts of inquiry * * * ” provided for in the 
Army appropriation act for the service of the fiscal 
year 1892, is available for and properly chargeable 
with the expenditure. Accounts for photographing,

GENERAL COURT-MARTIAL CASES.

P. M. inspection. He plead guilty, whereupon the 
heard evidence of five previous convictions, and adjudged 
disbonorable disc’ with forfeiture of Lt J and allow- 
ances due. Four of the previous convictions—three of 
which are by summary court—relate to offences committed 
since Jan. 27, 1891. The remaining conviction is by garrison 
court, and dated Dec. 31, 1889; from this date until Jan. 27, 
1891, it does not appear that the accused was tried by Court- 
martial. The offence of which the accused bas been con- 
victed is one of the most trivial of which Courts-martial 
take cognizance. For exactly similar offences current 
orders fix a maximum punishment of forfeiture of fifty 
cents. The present conviction of the accused, and his pre- 
vious convictions introduced in evidence, do not appear to 
establish that degree of depravity which calls for dishonor- 
able discharge with total forfeiture of pay and allowances. 
The proceedings were returned to the court for reconsider- 
ation of sentence, and attention invited as above, but upon 
revision the court adhered to its original sentence. The re- 
viewing authority is convinced that the severe sentence im- 
posed in this case is beyond the requirements of discipline, 
The proceedings and findings are ap roved, but the sen- 
tence is disapproved, and the court is reminded that the 
power given courts in par. 3, of General Orders No. 21, 
A. G. 0., ¢. 8, to im the sentence of dishonorable dis- 
charge with total forfeiture of pay and allowances due, 
upon conviction of a minor offence, is an exceptional power, 
wee tite use should be fully justified by the number and 
character of previous convictions introduced in evidence.

DECISIONS BY THE SECOND COMPTROLLER. 


In the case of Gilman Marston, brigadier general 
U. 8. volunteers, and subsequently member of Con~ 
grow involving the question, “Can a man legally 

@ member of Congress and an Army officer at 
the same time and draw the salary for each position 
for the same period ?"’ the Second Comptroller finds 
that no person while a member of Congress can 
legally bold another office under the United States, 
and that no person while a member of Congres; can 
receive the salary of a member thereof and for the 
same period legally receive the salary of another 
office from the United States. 

Concerning the question of detained pay referred 
tc im paragraph 1519 of Army Regulations, as 
amended by G. O. 38 of 1890, over which there has 
been corsiderable controversy of late as to whether 
or not such pay may be paid to soldiers upon dis- 
charge, the Second Comptroller has made a decis- 
ion. After going deeply into the laws governing 
the right of the War Department to alter or amend 
regulations for the Army which have received the 
formal approval of Congress, he concludes that the 
paragraph referred to fully authorizes the pay- 
ments of the amount of pay “‘ detained by sentence 
of Court-martial in the cases of two discharged so1- 
diers submitted for test; that the pecuarnee 18 valid 
and binding; that the said discharged soldiers are 
entitled to the sums paid them, and that the paymas- 
ters whose accounts were checked by the Second 
Auditor shall receive credits for the said amounts. 


A PLEA FOR KRIEGSSPIEL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Now that the season of study and theory has set 
in, I beg to make a plea through your columns for 
Kriegsspiel. 

l don’t know how long it bas besn since Major 
Livermore's little work on Kriegsspiel was pub- 
lished and I have not a copy at hand to referto. I 
should say its first appearance was some eight or ten 
years ago. 

Every officer in the Service has picked up this 
little book in some post library and glanced into its 
pages and the plates accompanying it, but I venture 
to say that not one out of ten got a single idea out 
ofit. Every one of us knows, however, that there 
is such a game as Kriegsspiel and knows thatit is an 
important part of the course of study of foreign offi- 
cere; but [ doubtif five per cent. of the officers of 
the Army have played Kriegsspiel or seen it played. 
I believe there are now only two posts where it is 
played—Fort Monroe and Fort Leavenworth. 

by is it not played at other posts? 

For just two reasons: 

First, and mainly, because a certain set of imple- 
ments is needed with which to play it. 

nd, it needs an “‘umpire’”’ who knows how to 
make the calculations of the game. 

Ihave served at one pest which enjoyed the ad- 
vantage of both. 

In winter one game of Kriegsspiel was played “by 
order’ each week, and usually one or two other 

es were played within the week. The oppon- 
ents for the regular weekly game, and the umpire's 
assistants, two of which are needed, were detailed 
by the adjutant from roster. We also had the offi- 
cers’ school, with its essays and discussions, required 
by the Regulations. 

I do not believe that any other part of the winter 
course of study was as beneficial as the Kriegsspiel, 
certainly no other part of 1t was as much enjoyed, 
pK created as much enthusiasm among the younger 
officers. 

There is more to be learned about the handling of 
troops in battle, the reading and understanding ot 
the military features of maps, and the relation be- 
tween time and the length and condition of roads, 
by. playing one game of Kriegsspiei or seeing one 
game played than there is by listening to a whole 
winter’s course of rehashes of Shaw and Clery, 
Home and Hamley, gotten together by officers, 
whose trade is not to write. 

Of course there are some of the older officers who 
do not take as much interest in this game as they do 
in another. But how much interest do they take 
in the Lyceum and the Essays? And how much 
will they profit by them? 

It.isa@ pity if officers have to be driven 


to stud 
their craft. 1, for one,do not believe that many 








officers who have so little pride in themselves an 
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their calling as to need the lash of official authority 
se. mane them study, will learn much of the art 
m ry. 

What the young officers need to make them keep 
pace with their profession, is not compulsion 80 
much as encouragement and the means. Wedo not 
need to march up every week with our books un- 
der our arms and recite like school boys. We do 
not need to gu over and over thesame old text 
books from one year's end to another. This is stag- 
nation not progress. 

Those of us, for instance, that have gone through 
the law course at the Military Academy, and acted 
as Judge Advocate of Courts-martial for eighc or 
ten years, and passed our examination for promo- 
tion, have travelled over, or rather stood still in, 
Ives and Winthrop so long, that the very sight of 
the books is nauseating to us. Still, we study our 
little lessons and go up to recite on them regularly 
once & week. 

In Kriegsspiel one has the excitement of striving 
to win, and the incentive to read and study every 
thing that he can find which will help him play bis 
game. He knows thatthe knowledge and skill he 
requires for kriegsspiel is just the knowledge and 
sill he requires to handle real troops. 

Ihave heard more than one officer say, “i don’t 
know how to play Kriegsspiel.” 

It calls for no knowledge except that of handling 
troops. Only the umpire needs to know the con- 
tents of Maj. Livermore's little book. 

Every kind of military problem, from that of 
escorting a paymaster to that of conducting a great 
campaign, can be had at Kriegsspiel. 

What is needed to play the game? A set of imple- 
ments, some Maps and an umpire. 

The implements consist mainly of little painted 
metal blocks to represent men in companies, bat- 
talions, etc., and trains, batteries, etc.; a woodeu 
board with a lot of tables printed on it and with 

rforations, by means of which the umpire makes 

8 calculations; a few metal pointers which are 
laid on the map to indicate the direstion of a march 
and to measure the distance between points, and a 
dummy clock with which to record the intervals of 


e. 

All may be put in a cigar box. Yet the lack of 
them at posts is the chief reason why Kriegsspic! is 
not paver in the Army. The whole apparatus 
coste, I believe, something like $80. 

‘fhe maps, which are used in duplicate, offer no 
difficulty. Any youngster in the Service can en- 
large the maps of battle grounds and theatres of 
operations found in military works, and I have yet 
to know the young officer that is not willing and 
glad to do such work, when detailed for it by his 
post commander, and who does not do it well. 

The question of umpires is a little more trouble- 
some. Few of us could learn to umpire by simply 
studying Major Livermore’s book. It is too brief in 
its explanations. But a man that knows how to um- 
pire can teach another of ordinary intelligence, in 
avery fewdays. There are a good many officers 
who understand umpiring. Might not some of these 
be detailed to go to different posts to teach other 
officers? Of course, at Fort Monroe and Fort Leav- 
enwortb, and even at West Point, to umpire at 
bw might be taught to students. 

And it does seem that, when the advantages, 
which everyone who has played Kriegsspiel will 
admit, to be got from the game are considered, the 
small amount needed to purchase the apparatus for 
over? large post inthe Army might be appropri- 
ated. 

Some officers who shall read this letter, if there be 
any such, will doubtless say that Major Livermore’s 
tables, etc., are away behind the times, not based on 
smokeless powder and magazine guns. Sothey are, 
but the principles are all there. And when one 
corsiders the immense amount of research, and 
work, and thought Major Livermore spent gratui- 
tously and without any encouragement in the 
preparation of this book, it cannot be doubted-that 
with official recognition and encouragement he 
would soon give us an edition revised up to date.

They all gathered on the port side of the 
ship and cheered when the echoes of the cadets’ 
cheers fell on their ears, and they believed their 
team victors for an hour after the game was over, 
when some one came down and broke the sad news 
to their unwilling ears. Every Saturday night the 
music of the hops at the boathouse, almost within

“* All the amusements they are allowed are read- 
ing and boxing. Perhaps the authorities, in grant- 
ing the latter, enjoyed the prospective hard knocks 
they would give each other.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A RECENT English paper publishes the rfor- 
mance and details of what is claimed as the longest 
continuous steaming run on record. The ship men- 
tiened is the Tekoa, belonging to the New Zealand 
Shipping Company, and plying between London, 
Eng., and Auckland, N. Z. The distance run was 
12,059 miles withoutastop. The average speed was 
9.87 knots per hour, and the time under way was 
50.9 days. The consumption of coal was 1,081.6 tons, 
an average of 21.25 tons per day. The vessel has a 
carrying capacity of 6.250 tons of dead weight cargo. 
The engines of the Tekoa are of the vertical triple- 
expansion type, the cylinders being 27 in., 43 in., and 
72 in. diameter, respectively, with a common stroke 
of 45 inches.

A WASHINGTON correspondent of the New York 
Times says: 

The Navy is not suffering to-day from the neglect of duty, 
the lack of intelligence, zeal, and energy of othcers in the 
lower grades. It is from the supineness, the indifference, 
the conservatism, and the obstinacy of some officers who sit 

bh in places of power and command, If every junior 
cer in the Navy were habitually to neglect his routine 
uties, the effect upon the nting efficiency of the Navy 
Ould not be half so disastrous in its consequences as is the 


unpardonable neglect of officers in the upper grades to 
acknowledge that the development of the bluejackets and 
petty officers should keep pace with the improvements in 
weapons these men must use in battle. There is nothing 
ambiguous in these assertions. It is true that officers of rank 
who have been punishing their juniors for trivial offences 
und placing great stress upon little red-tape matters should 
be called to account for their own gross neglect of a most 
important duty—the duty of establisbing the system of dis- 
cipline and wolnteg that will Americanize the Navy and 
make it efficient. Officers of rank have great upportunities; 
they have power and influence. y neglect their 
opportunities and fail to use their influence and, power to 
improve the men under their command they neglect the 
firstand most important duty of a naval officer. When they 
insist upon retaining the worn-out systems that drive 
Americans out of the Navy and deprive tbe petty officers of 
their proper positions on board sbip they injure the Service 
and diminish its efficiency. That there are some officers in 
the junior grade, also, who cling to these antique systems is 
admitted, But they are not responsible. They have simply 
followed in the footsteps of their superiors. Their minds are 
in isms. They have not been intellectually weaned. They 
still need a professional nurse.

A Lorpon despatch to the New York Times says: 
“ December 18 put a tragic finish to one of the most 
remarkable careers I have ever heard of. James 
Lorimer Graham was a son ofa former Postmaster 
of New York. Lorimer, as a young man, was an 
officer in the Ist Dragoons, and was brevetted twice 
in ten daysin the Mexican war for bravery. He 
quarrelled with Jefferson Davis, Secretary of War, 
left the Service, came to Europe, and there followed 
for nearly forty years a most romantic and adven- 
turous life, covering a dozen different countries and 
three continents, partly as a soldier of fortune in 
stormy times, yasan audacious swindler. in 
the last year of our war he went to America to see 
his mother before she died, quarrelied with his 
brothers, and enlisted as a private soldier under the 
name of his valet, which, I think, was Spreadberry.

He had come to me the previous year, ragged, 
broken, and very ill, and had even pawned bis false 
teeth. Someof us took care of him for an uncom- 
fortably long period, and big-hearted Gov. Waller 
made him rag inspector at the consulate. During 
this period he married a middle aged lady—a daugh- 
ter of a sbip captain sup to have a little money 
in her own right—and his subsequent failure to be- 
have himself disgusted and alienated all the Ameri- 
cans who had been helping him. Only last year, at 
the age of 75, be had ason born who is ati — 
and who was baptized with a string of du 
pbames on which the colonel! ra’ money and 
presents by g letters. Latterly be fell upon 
evil days, and now been sent to penal servitude 
for three years for pessing bogus checks—a sentence 
which it is incredible that he will survive.”

“™ ON BEHALF OF COMPOUND ARMOR. 


WE have recorded the recent triumphs of steel 
armor plates, but it is well to remember that the 
advocates of compound armor have by no means 
given up the fight. Ina letter to ‘‘ The Engineer” 
of Nov. 18, Mr. John Ellis, of John Brown and Co., 
Limited, replies specifically to the criticisms of 
compound armor found on page 831 of ‘‘The 
Year’s Naval Progress,” published by our Bureau 
of Naval Intelligence. He claims— 

(1.) That their latest compound plates resist and 
break up Palliser and Holtzer armor-piercing pro- 
jectiles almost indiscriminately, and points to re- 
cent trials to show that the main criticisms upon 
compound armor have ceased to have any force. 
(2.) He denies the assertion that the union be- 
tween the front and back of compound plates is 
unreliable, and challenges the proof. 

(8.) The lack of homogeneity is also denied. The 
variation is much more likely to be in the shot. 

(4.) Compound plates are no more liable to bend 
than those of homogeneous steel, and recent im- 
provements have increased their rigidity. They 
are especially fitted to hold bolts, though their 
immunity from cracking makes the use of a lesser 
number of bolts possible. 

(5.) As curved compound plates have been satis- 
factorily tested, the theory that they cannot be 
fitted to the curve of thejship falls to the ground. 
(6.) Concluding, Mr. Ellis says: ‘‘ Thus, of the 
five so-called ‘facts’ held forth for the unprejudiced 
mind to weigh, the first would have had some force 
if we had been*standing’still; but we have not been 
standing still, and? do? not intend to doso. The 
next three, we submit, are herein shown to be in- 





happen under circumstances assumed never to have 
occurred, but which have occurred, nevertheless, in 
our experience, and with a result quite different to 
that anticipated by the writer of the article in ‘The 
Year's Naval Progress.’ ” 

The compound armor men have learned the trick 
of hardening the faces of their plates with others, 
and as an offset ‘to the Harveyizing process they 
present the process devised by Captain Tresidder, 
by which special hardness is imparted to the face, 
the result being that forged steel projectiles, which 
would have given a good account of themselves if 
they had got a fair opportunity of doing their 
worst, were broken up before they could deliver 
their full energy at the point of impact. As ‘* The 
Engineer” explains, where a soft surface permits 
penetration, the unbroken projectile receives sup- 
port from the surrounding mass of metal and is 
enabled to penetrate to greater depth. Soft steel 
projectiles show the outward thrust on them by 
bulging out about the shoulder in the same way 
that an arch, if unsupported, yields laterally under 
downward pressure on its centre. 

The intention then, is to make the face of the 
compound armor sufficiently hard to produce this 
effect upon the forged steel projectiles. Recent ex- 
periments in England appear to indicate that com- 
pound plates can be made against which steel pro- 
jectiles break up almost lke those of chilled iron 
Instances are referred to where the shivering of the 
shot had been accompanied by the white radial 
splash of metal which has hitherto been character- 
istic of the pulverization of chilled iron projectiles. 
The advantage of resisting the penetration of shot 
at the outset was curiously illustrated at Shoebury- 
ness, when it was found that a projectile which was 
unable to perforate a steel-faced plate under ordin- 
ary circumstances, was able to dosoif a layer of 
wrought iron was added tothe front of the same 
steel-faced plate. Concluding, ‘‘The Engineer” says : 

Velocities are now coming in which are much higher 
than those here dealt with. How will the plates then be~ 
bave? Will this be in favor ot the plate or projectile? It 
might paturally be argued that the projectile would hoid 
rather better togetber under a jower velocity, so that once 
let the plate be found capable of breaking it up. yO 5 
velocity would be of no advantage. It would be rash 
reckon on this, however, we fear. It is quite pos:ible tbat 
the act of breaking up takes an appreciabie time, and that 
mischief may be done before it tells on the projectile. It 
eannot ke very long before we see how thisis. In the mean- 
time the facts which we give show that a great advance in 
compound armor bas been achieved. We were not present 
at the Portsmouth trial, but the official report and photo- 
graphs leave nothing to be desired in the way of informa- 
tion; and we may add that we know, what indeed is sufii- 
ciently patent, that at Portsmouth as well as at Shoebury- 


ness the success is regarded as very remarkable by the 
authorities, and fully confirms Mr, Ellis’s letter. 


The contest between the two types of armor has 

been most useful in stimulating effort and improy- 
ing the plates. We are glad to see that it is to be 
continued. We have presented the facts on both 
sides impartially and shall continue to do so, even 
though we find ourselves ,subject to the experience 
currently supposed to accompany the office of um- 
pire in a base ball game. 
‘‘The Engineer” in its last issue says: ‘‘We are now 
not in a position to compare fully the Brown com- 
pound and Bethlehem steel plates, because we have 
not seen the last mentioned plates themselves, and 
have no photographs of them. So far as appears, their 
powers are sufficiently nearly the same to make it 
impossible to speak with confidence. The dimen- 
sions of the plates at Portsmouth and Indian Head 
are the same, viz., 8 ft. X6 ft. X10} in. The 
Portsmouth Brown-Tresidder plate was tried ina 
much less severe manner, and naturally it did not 
suffer in the same way as the Bethlehem plate. We 
must conclude by congratulating Lieut. Jacques 
and Bethlehem on the remarkable success achieved 
thus early in their career of armor manufacture. 
The future success of the Harvey process may per- 
haps depend largely on whether it can be applied 
to curved plates, and whether contortion can be 
prevented. On this we trust we may receive in- 
formation.” 


WE note with satisfaction the liberal spirit of the

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PREPARATION FOR WAR. 

WE learn that a very large percentage of naval 
officers, within reach of the Navy Department, have 
applied for service in Chilian waters in case of need, 
and offers of service have been sent in by a large 
number of ex-nayal officers in civil life. They un- 
derstand perfectly that the Chilians are the mos® 
vigorous and determined of fighters, and their na- 
val officers have had a more recent experience than 
our own in war service, but this only stimulates the 
desire to try conclusions if the occasion re~ 
quires. The Chilian character is thoroughly under- 
stood in our Navy, and the brave and manly race 
of men who dominate on the Pacific coast of South 
America, is held in the highest respect, but that is 
at present aside from the question. They ought to 
be our good friends, but they are not, and the feel- 
ing is very decided that they are forcing us into a 
position from which it is difficult to recece. What 
Chili is to gain by a contest with the United States 
it is hard tosay. The signal of war will not only 
turn against her the entire power of the United 
States, but it will let loose the jealous antagonists in 
her own neighborhood who would profit by her dis- 
comfiture, while avenging the injuries they have 
received at her hands. 

The daily papers take note of the various prepa- 
rations our Government is making for the contin- 
gency of war. It is obvious that the Chilians do 
not appreciate the advance we have made in naval 
preparation during the past few years, nor does 
our own country fully comprehend it. The work 
done by our Office of Naval Intelligence is now 
bearing fruit. A list of merchant vessels available 
for war has been prepared, and arrangements have 
beer made in New York and San Francisco to char- 
ter, if necessary, from thirty to forty vessels to be 
used as transports and colliers. The work upon 
our torpedoes is being pushed, and with them we 
shall be able to improvise a torpedo fleet by making 
use of private vessels that can be obtained. The 
Herald makes these facts public and states that the 
Department has selected the private vessels best 
adapted for the transportation of troops, and the 
carrying of supplies and coal, to points in the South 
Pacific, and has gone so far as to be able to lay its 
hands on these vessels the moment they may be 
needed. There are on the Atlantic and Gulf Coasts 
alone 2,035 steam vessels and 11,176 sailing vessels 
to choose from, with an aggregate tonnage of 
691,292.22 and 1,135,846.27 respectively. On the 
Pacific Coast there are 217 steam vessels and 285 
sailing vessels above 200 tons register. The aggre- 
gate tonnage is steam, 158,688.45, and sailing, 
209,177.75. 

We still have the remains of the monitor fleet, 
and the turretted vessels, rearmed, would do excel- 
lent service within the limits of their role. If no 
war results we shall have full compensation for the 
expense incurred in the stimulus given to our 
Navy. If the occasion calls for it we shall aston- 
ish the world with the completeness of our prepara- 
tion. It seems impossible that the Chilians should 
refuse to be guided by reason, but we are prepar 
ing for the worst. 


IT is understood that Major W. J. Volkmar, A.A.G., 
who has just been relieved from duty in Chicago, and 
ordered to Washington, will be assigned to the charge 
of the Bureau of Military Intelligence. It is not like- 
ly that any one will be ordered to take his place in 
Chicago, for since the abolition of the divisions there 
seems to be no need of more than one Assistant Ad- 
jutant-General at those headquarters. Upon the 
retirement of Gen. Kelton next spring there will 
probably be a general shifting around of the A. A. 
G.’s. 


In an article in the Journal of the Royal United 
Service Institution on ‘‘Magazine Rifles in War,” by 
Surgeon-Captain Marsh, he summarizes as fol- 
lows the results which may be expected in battle from 
the adoption of magazine rifles of very small bore:

An elaborate report giving 
the result of his observations, especially with re- 
gard to the canteen and post school systems will be 
submitted to the commanding General, and event- 
ually will doubtless figure in general orders or re- 
gulations tending to improve the condition of the 
Service.

They embody the recommend- 
ation of the Board of Marine officers convened by 
order of the Secretary of the Navy during the past 
autumn. These recommendations have the support 
of most officers of the corps, and as they are all 
working in unison to secure legislation in the line 
proposed, there is more reason to hope for fayor- 
able action by the Senate at least. 





Tue regulations, as lately announced, make 
eligible for transfer to the Ordnance Corps any offi- 
cer of the line who is less than thirty years of age, 
and who has served asan officer two years.

It was developed that the Navy is much 
better supplied in this respect than the Army, al- 
though a marked improvement has taken place in 
the latter during the last year. Chaplain O. J. 
Nave spoke of gambling in the Army, and said it 
was the greatest evil with which he had to contend.

Maurice H. Hervey, the special correspondent 
of the London Times in Chili, whose partiality for 
Balmaceda led to his recall, has published a volume 
in which he gives the story of the war from the 
point of view of the dead President. Mr. Hervey 
believes that Balmaceda acted within his constitu- 
tional right in opposing the schemes of Congress, 
and he says: 

The Chilian aristocracy was opposed to Balmaceda be- 
cause he was the first Liberal who had been elected Presi’ 
dent, and because this Liberal regime was pretty likely to 
continue. They had gone intosome of the Argentine ex- 
travagance, and they looked to the patronage of the goy- 
ernment for bread and butter, The foreign residents, par- 
ticularly the English, were opposed to Balmaceda. 

With regard to our quarrel with Chili, Mr. Her- 
vey says that he supposes an apology will be made 
and an indemnity paid. But he hints that with the 
unpopularity of the United States in Chili, if a con- 
servative leader would advocate war there would 
be a very good chance of conservative reaction, and 
that this might be a powerful motive for war. He 
says: 

The Americans had heretofore stood well - nigh 
alone in evincing sympathy with the cause of the Presideat, 
and had given practical proof of this sympathy by prohib- 
iting the dispatch of arms to Iquique from Uaited States 
ports and by a subsequent determined effort to capture the 
arms-freighted I They bad, indeed, been almostas 
avowedly partisans of Balmaceda as the Britisu war ships 
had been of Con and had they been represented by any 
other living man than Mr. Patrick Evao as Resident Minis. 
ter, their moral support would have carried far more it 
than it did. For reasons too well known to need repetition 
bere, this ill-chosen representative bas for many yommomens 
beyond the pale of British s , and the mere fact of hig 
being, even as the mouthpiece of the Washington Govern- 
ment, upon the Presidential side, greatly intensified 
tbe British feeling both in and out of Ch le, against Balma-

ALTHOUGH more than three months have elapsed 
since Lieut. James E. Dodge, 14th Inf., deserted 
from the Fort Leavenworth Military School his 
name is still borne on the Army rolls. Legal obsta- 
cles prevent his being dropped as a deserter. The 
Acting Judge Advocate General has decided in effect 
that it isa physical impossibility for him to return 
to his post, for the reason that he is restrained of his 
liberty by the civil authorities of Hannibal, Mo., 
who have himin jail awaiting the action of the 
grand jury on the charge of burglary lodged against 
him. The Department cannot, therefore, anticipate 
that he would not return to his postif at liberty 
and having knowledge of his whereabouts must se- 
cure his dismissal through the medium of a Court- 
martial. This will follow as soon as the grand jury 
of Hannibal has disposed of his case. Having the 





charge of duplication of accounts, desertion and 
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burglary to answer for there is little reason to 
doubt that he will be as effectually disposeu of 
by the Court-martial as he would have been had 
he been dropped as a deserter.

At the age 
of 20 he entered the Navy as a gunner and in many 
a hard fought battle afterward showed that the 
blood of the Greeks, famous at Marathon and Ther- 
mop], at Platea and Mycenx, still lived in his 
veins. 

GENERAL PaTRICK EDWARD Connor, who died at 
Salt Lake City, Utah, Dec. 17, was a veteran of three 
wars, and had astirring career. Coming from Ire- 
land when a boy, he entered the U.S. Army at 19, 
and served in the Florida War. When the Mexican 
War broke out he was mustered in as captain in the 
regiment of Albert Sidney Johnston and fought at 
Palo Alto, Resaca de la Palma and Buena Vista, 
where he was wounded severely. Then he migrated 
to California, where, in 1861, he raised a regiment of 
volunteers and was ordered to Utah to preventa 
revolt of the Mormons and to punish marauding 
lIndianz. In 1863 he was commissioned brigadier 
general, and for a long time remained in the com- 
mand of the Utah district. At the close of the war 
he received the brevetof major general and was 
appointed to the District of the Plains. In 1866 he 
settled in Utah, where he set to work to strenethen 
the Gentile community. He established Camp Doug- 
las, founded the Union Vedette, the first daily news- 
paper printed in the Territory; opened the first sil- 
ver mine in Utah, wrote the first mining law, in- 
troduced navigation on Great Salt Lake, built the 
first silver-lead smelting works and founded the 
city of Stockton.

FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


Speaker Crisp having announced the committees 
of the House, the organization of the first session of 
the 62d Coneress may now be said to be complete, 
The usual holiday recess, however, has been taken, 
and the actual business of the session will therefore 
not be commenced until Monday, Jan. 5. No bills 
having been introduced in the House, there will be 
nothing for the committees to do until that date, 
but some of them will probably mect and organize 
into sub-committees so as to be prepared for busi- 
ness when the session reconvenes. 

The Service Committees as made up by Speaker 
Crisp bear but little resemblance to last year’s com- 
mittees. 

Messrs. Wheeler and Bingham are the only two 
members of the old Military Committee reappoint- 
ed, and Messrs. Herbert, Lodge and Boutelle the 
only members of last year’s Naval Committee who 
are — assigned to that Committee. 

In the appointment of Mr. Herbert to the chair- 
manship of the Naval Committee the Service has 
cause for congratulation, for there is no member of 
the House more in sympathy with the Navy and 
better acquainted with its needs than heis. The 
Navy may not get all it is entitied to under his man- 
agement, but it is quite safe to assume that he will 
do as much forthe Service as the legislative con- 
ventions will admit, and quite as much as any other 
member couid do under the same circumstances. 

For the firat time in many years, if ever before, 
the Military Committee has a chairman without a 
war record or war experience. Chairman Outh- 
waite, however, has had six years’ experience in 
Congress, is well versed in its proceedings, and has 
figured prominently in the debates on Army mea- 
sures. Henceit is presumed that he has some knowl- 
edge of the needs of the Army, and what he does

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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


A despatch from Port Said, Dec. 12, says: “During 
artillery practice on board the French cruiser 
Troude @ machine gun exploded. The weapon broke 
into fragments, and the gun sighter was very seri- 
ously injured. The explosion was due to the negli- 
gence of the gunman, who had not closed the 
breech properly.” 





The St. Petereburg correspondent of the Cologne 
Gazette reports the very great activity which is 
being displayed in the manufacture of the new Rus- 
gian rifle. The 500,000 rifles which are ordered in 
France are to be delivered at the latest by July, 1894, 
and meanwhile there will be produced avery year 
at the Ruasian factories of Tula 230,000; Jhevsk, 
150,000; and Sjestrorezk, 50,000. Thus within the 
tbree years the national factories will turn out 
1,290,000 rifles, and the French ones being added to 
theae. the Russian Government will then possess 
1,790,000 of the new arm. 





A despatch from Newport reports that the Howell 
torpedo bad another official trial Dec. 18 before the 
Torpedo Board and Commodore Folger, Chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance, who was on the tug For- 
tune while the torpedo was fired from the torpedo 
boat Stiletto. Four shots were fired at nine to ten 
feet below the surface at a range of 400 yards, and 
all struck within a space of twenty feet, one strik- 
ing within two feet of the middle of the net. The 
trials were continued on the 19th, when five shots 
were made to determine the depth of immersion at 
different points in the line of flight. 





Of the order from the Navy Department for 140 
Driggs-Scbroeder guns, the Driggs Ordnance Com- 
pany. of Washington, has delivered eight six- 
pounders. Two of these will be immediately in- 
stalled on the Miantonomoh, which vessel is being 
fitted with all the most modern ordnance and ap- 
pliances. It is satisfactory to learn that the Govern 
ment is pre to meet a sudden demand for 
rapid-fireguns. The plant for the construction of 
Driggs-Schroeder ordnance material is now at 
Cramp’s Yardin Philadelphia, and its capacity at 
present is two guns per week. 





The new Berthier rifle, now being manufactured 
in France for the cavalry and which, it is expected, 
will be issued to some extent for naval use, is prac- 
tically the United States Navy model Lee gun, now 
in service aboard United States vessels. It differs 
only in having a cheaper form of magazine. It takes 
its name from Mr. Berthier of the Horchkiss Ord- 
nance Company, which has acquired all rights to 
the rifle outside of France. It 1s the original Lee 
rifle that was offered to the British War Office. Va- 
rious excrescences were added, and it became the 
Lee-Speed. The Berthier magazine holds four car- 
tridges. The cases are manufactured and filled at 
the cartridge factory. 





The use of vaporized petroleum fcr fuel in the 
new hot-blast heating turnace in the shrinking pit 
at the Washington Ordnance Shops has been so suc- 
cessful that it is probable its use will be greatly ex- 
tended for heating jackets and hoops for guns by a 
blast of bot air. During the week five 10-inch 28-ton 
guns were jacketed. The metal to be heated is by 
this system kept from direct contact with the fire, 
and is thus kept free from dirt and all the products 
of combustion. A very uniform heat is obtained 
throughout the entire mass of metal. It is proposed 
to store the fuel in tanks sunk in the ground, ata 
safe distance from all buildings and carry it bya 
pipe to the boiler house, where it will be vaporized 
and blown into the furnace. 





The outer part of a piece of iron, when heated in a 
forge, is at white heat while the inner part is com- 
paratively cool, and it cools so rapidly that several 
heatings may be necessary before it can be forged. 
In forging by electricity the slow alternating cur- 
rents heat the inner part first, and the heating is so 
rapid that only the part thatis in the path of the 
current is heated to any extent, the ends being 
hardly warm. A workman can handle a bar of iron 
afootin length that has six inches red hot. The 
heating apparatus has bronze clamps, with elec- 
trodes, that hold the piece to be heated. A bar of 
iron can be heated to a white heat in a few seconds. 
A steel wire can be twisted in a spiral at one heat. 
A square bar of iron can be heated evenly through- 
out its length, worked into different shapes on an 
anvil, and straightened again at one heat. [In weld- 
ing by electricity the two pieces are brought end to 
end, and, the imperfect contact causing resistance, 
— become heated and are then pressed to- 
ether. 





In some experiments conducted in Russia in Au- 
gust last three batteries (one heavy, one light and 
one mountain) of eight guns each and two horse ar- 
tillery batteries of six guns—making 36 guns in all— 
Were placed in line with a front of 700 metres. 
Twenty-three essen of cavalry were posted at 
& distance of 3,200 metres from the guns. In the first 
charge the cavalry took from seven to seven and a 
half minutes to aeame home. During this period 
the guns fired as follows: Heavy battery, 72 rounds; 
light battery, 76; mountain battery, 26; first bat- 
tery of horse artillery, 26; second battery, 31; mak- 
ing in all 226 rounds, or an average of 45 rounds per 
battery (6 per gun). ln the second charge the time 
taken was from five to five and a half minutes, the 
heavy battery firing 50 rounds, the light battery 54, 
the mountain 20, and each of the horse artillery bat- 

és 30 rounds, making in all 184 rounds, or an aver- 
age of 37 rounds per battery (519 per gun). The 
Invalide, commenting on these proceed- 
ings, says that the experiments prove that shrapne 
Would be of little or no use to artillery if threatened 
by a determined cavalry attack, which would on! 

t some five minutes. Shell fire would be mu 
more effective. 1t must be borne in wind, however, 
that no satisfactory double-action fuse has been 
adepted in Russia for use with shrapnel. 





this purpose. The guns are to be supplied by Krupp. 
The new weapon will be 8 centimetres (3.2 in.) in 
diameter, and the total weight of the gun carriage 
and limber will be somewbat less than at present. 
The new gun will be fired in one-third of the time 
and with double the effect and precision. Instead 
of the various projectiles formerly in use, a univer- 
sal cartridge will be used, combiuing the character- 
istics of both shell and shrapnel, with smokeless 
powder. There has been a long conflict between 
the respective ads ocates of bronze and steel, and ia 
rejecting the former Germany loses the advantage 
she possessed in the large store of bronz2 conteined 
in the cannon captured from the French in 1870-71. 
Besides bronze never loses its value as a material 
for guns, while the rejected steel guns are fit only 
for the scrap heap. The models of the field guns 
now in use in Germany are the oldest in Europe, “*C 
73” and “ C 73-88,”’ and the latter is only an adap- 
tation of the former. The C73 is the old light ar- 
tillery of 8 cm. calibre enlarged to9cm. It is oaly 
within the past two years that the Germans have 
bad the advantage of uniform calibres for their 
field pieces. The new gun has been selected as the 
result of a competition between the reyal foundry 
at Spandau and the works of Krupp and Gruson. 
lt has been recently perfected under the direct 
surveillance of Emperor William, Count von Wal- 
dersee, and Gen. von Schliffen, their experiments 
having been conducted in secrecy and with the ut- 
most rapidity. 


The British Lntelligence Department has been pre- 
ing a list of modern rifies and carbines. Of 22 
uropean nations only Greece, Roumania, Egypt, 
Servia and Spain still have single-loaders. Belgium 
has the lightest rifle and Portugal the heaviest. in 
Belgium and Turkey is found the smallest calibre, 
it being .301 in., while the largest of the magazine 
rifles are those of Holland and China. The farthest 
sighted of all is the British Lee-Metford, which is 
sighted at 3.500 yards. This carries 8 rounds in its 
magazines, but in the latter point is exceeded by 
Switzerland with 12, and Portugal with 9, and 
—— by France and Japan. Toe Mannlicher is 
opted by only three nations, while the Lee finds 
favor in six, ides France, which has adopted 
what is substantially the Lee, without the compli- 
cations it was necessary to introduce into it to se- 
cure its adoption by England. As an English con- 
temporary says: “ the temptations of officialism to 
admire what is are apparentiy irresistible.”’ Our 
authorities are still unable to make up their minds 
on the subject of the best gun and are much in the 
position of the man who spent his life in seeking the 
unknowable and striving after the unattainable. 
We shall never reach this point until we are in- 
formed by divine revelation as to which is the gun 
of the future. We must, perforce, devote our falli- 
ble human judgments to the selection of the best 
obtainable gun of the present. 





The correspondent of the London Times at the 
German autumn manceuvres thinks that the German 
rifie is “the simplest and most practical military 
weapon yet putinto the hands of any soldier. There 
is no ‘out off’ to convert the magazine rifie to a 
singie-loader, liable to jam from various causes, no 
necessity of recharging the magazine, and no pos- 
sibility of finding it empty ata critical moment. 
The soldier simply opens the breech, thrusts in a 
little metal case containing five cartridges, and fires 
them in succession, baving to work the breech- 
block to bring each cartridge into positionin suc- 
cession. The fifth time he draws back the block 
the empty case is ejected and another putin, so 
that no time is wasted in fumbling forvingle cart- 
ridges. Further, the arrangement of the expense- 
pouch offers practically the advantage ofa maga- 
zine. The pouch on the right-hand side is kept 
constantly full from the others, and its lid when 
open falis outwards, possessing hereiu a great ad- 
vantage over all others. ‘As a practical arrange- 
ment,’ we are assured, ‘this gave to the old Mauser 
single-loader all the advantages of a magazine rifle, 
and enabled it to fire within the minute a greater 
number of rounds without the many disadvantages 
ot the latter—such as empty magazine at the critical 
moment, ete. Another practical point | noticed is 
the packing of these cartridges.’ Each little case 
of five cartridges is packed with two others in a 
cardboard packet closed by a strip of tape, which is 
pulled off bya jerk, and uncovers notonly the 
cases, but boles cut out for the fingers aod thumb 
to grasp them by. The advantages of this simple 
arrangement are obvious; no time is lost in stowing 
away the separate cartridges; they can be thrown 
downin the sbooting line without dustand grit 
sticking to the lubricant; the distribution of ammu- 
nition is rendered more easy, and also its collection 
from the wounded. Fifteen of these packets go 
into a larger and stronger millboard box, which is 
closed in the same manner, and to which is further 
attached a piece of strong webbing, by which it can 
be readily lifted out of the ammunition waggons, 
and two of them knotted together can be con- 
veniently carried over the shoulders or by any 
sort ofa stick, their joint weight being about 32 Ibs. 
and their contents pounds, or 225each. Five 
more of these boxes go intoa regular ammunition 
bex, which can be readily opened and the contents 
tumbled out. The weight of the new cartridges is 
about three to two of the old ones, bence for the 100 
rounds formerly carried the man now carries 150, 
which are distributed in the following manner: 30 
rounds in each of the front pouches, and 90 rounds 
in a separate pouch behind. With the new Italian 
rifle 160 of its smokeless powder cartridges can be 
carried. itis four feet long (1.2 metres) and of 65 
millimetres (.358) calibre. It hasan initial velocity 
of 720 metres (2.482 feet) per second, and itis said 
that the ball will pierce two mattresses and two 
planks 12 centimetres (5 inches) thick at a distance 
of 1,200 metres, or 4,000 feet. Loading is effected by 
means of magazines containing five cartridges, so 
arranged that a repeating fire may be maintained 
until the magazine is exhausted. The muzzle ve- 
locity of the French Berthier is given at 2,071 feet 
per second.”

THE NEW FIELD GUNS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Srnce arriving at this post I have been reminded 
of the old saw that a “prophet is not without honor 
save in his own country,” and in view of what this 
subscriber has for so long contended, it will, no 
doubt, prove of interest to the artillery to givesome 
observations made here respecting the new 3.20 
field guns. 

One battery has used its four guns at the recent 
target practice, firing about 90 reunds in all; the 
other battery, two guns, firiug 87 rounds. Every 
one of the brakes on these six guns are more or leas 
bent already. For the two guns firing 43 or 44 
rounds each the chin bolts, eye bolt, keys and cup 
equares are so badly bent that it is impossible to re- 
move the latter without the aid of tools, and at the 
rate of damage already done—and since the trun- 
nions now have considerable play the damage will go 
on at a rapidly increasing ratio—those cup squares 
will most likely give way entirely and the guus be 
dismounted before another 40 rounds each can be 


fired. 

In the other battery, firing about 20 rounds per 
gun, those of the guns appear to be all right—ex- 
cepting as to the brakes as already noted—but the 
fourth gun is in even a worse condition than either 
of those in the other battery. 

It also appears that the trail handspike cannot be 
left in position for firing without bending or break- 
ing, and it has to be unshipped; and if this is not 
done with great care the aim of the gun is destroyed 
and the shot liable to be entirely lost. In other 
words, excited men under battle conditions would 
render the gun of no value for this reason alone, or 
the gun itself will do the work if the handspike be 
left where it should be, 

So far as this writer bas been able to learn, there 
has not been a single one of these guns fired by sol- 
diers for any considerable number of rounds—if 40 
or 50 can be called “considerable’—which has not 
developed the very same defects above noted. 

It is unhesitatingly asserted here, as it has often 
been before, that under present conditions this gun 
is unserviceable and worthless for war parpeces.

Concerning the new Drill Regulations the Gazette 
says: 


The new drill regulations have made many important 
changes, but none of them have attracted more notice than 
the practical shelving of the first sergeants. The first ser- 
geant is no longer a guide. He has no place on either flank 
of the company. Having formed it, his duty, except as a 
file closer, is done. He is merely a company clerk out of 
— and a file closer during the drill—possibly a chief of 
platoon. 

He never commands a squad as corporals do, or a section 
as sergeants do. Itis only when a lieutenant is absent that 
he becomes chief of platoon, and when extended order drill 
commences he becomes the captain's orderly. He never 
goes on the firing line where he could use his rifle, and he 
certainly could not use it when at any one of the stations 
where the regulations require him to be. 

Having. therefore, no use for his rifle when in ranks, why 
should a first sergeant carry one? It does notaid him in 
calling the roll, admonisbing men as a file closer, seeing that 
the captain’s commands are carried out, or commanding a 
platoon. On the contrary, it is a distinct hindrance to him, 
and if the spirit rather than the letter of the new regula- 
tions be regarded, the pieces of the first sergeants should 
remain in the racks. 

All that has been said applies with equal force to quar- 
termaster sergeants, who, in fact, have no reason whatever 
for taking partinadrill. Their place is at the company 
quarters, not in the line of file closers, except at parade or 
inspection.

Emperor WILLIAM, oorampentes by Prince 
Sonny of Pruesia, attended the launching of a new 
ironclad at the Vulcan Shipyards, at Stettin, Dec. 
19, and christened ber Weissenburg. In addressing 
the crowd which attended the ceremony, he said he 
had named the new vessel in memory ot the beroes 
of a great epoch and of his father, who won the 
oe victory for German unity on the field of Weis- 
senburg. 


A census of the vessels comprising the Russian 
Navy sbows that the naval forces of the Czar con- 
sist of 36 vessels of the first rate, 48 of the second 
rate, 88 of the third rate, and 20 of the fourth rate 
a total of 192 vessels of all kinds. Most of the 20 
fourth-class vessels are stationed in the Baltic. The 
census also shows that the Navy is manned by 30,- 
500 seamen and marines. 


Tue Canadian Pacific train with 400 British 
sailors arrived at Halifax, N. 8., from Vancouver at 
five o’clock on the afternoon of Dec.11. The train 
covered over four thousand miles in six days and 
seven hours, and its arrival earlier than expected 
slightly surprised the navy yard authorities. The 
men remained on the cars over night, and the next 
morning went aboard the troopship. The west- 
bound contingent then immediately took the trans- 
port train for the Pacific ocean to man the war 
ships Pheasant and Champion.

‘“‘Drep of exhaustion from starvation” was the 
verdict of an English coroner’s jury recently in the 
case of an ex-soldier of the 2d Dragoons, who, after 
a service of 11 years, was discharged in 1869 with a 
pension of 6d. aday. He bad been in receipt of an 
additional 2s, 6d. a week for services in a dispensary, 
where bis hours were from 7 in the morning till 10 
at night seven daysa week and occasionally all 
night. “The vicarof the parish having caught him 
smoking a clay pipe be was told to go.”” The coro- 
ner remarked that it was rather a disgrace to them, 
as ‘Englishmen, that one of their own defenders 
stould die es the deceased had done, more especi- 
ally as the man was working fora charitable insti- 
tution. Several of the jurors said it was a great dis- 
grace and one remarked, “but its the way the poor 
army pensioner dies very often.” 

WILHELMSHAVEN, the German naval port on the 
North Sea, 1s a monument of the growth of Prus- 
sian power. The site, at the mouth of the Jahde, 
was ceded to the Kingdom by the Grand Duchy of 
Oldenburg, and tbe busy town and port were 
founded upon the eastern shore of the embouchure. 
Now, so great bas been the growth of the place that 
its establishments closely border the Oldenburg ter- 
ritory, and negotiations are in progress for the ces- 
sion of the neighboring land, Pruasia being willing 
to give the Hanovarian district of Buttel in ex- 
change. With the opening of the Balticand North 
Sea Canal, the importance of Wilhelmshaven cannot 
but still further increase.—Army and Navy Gazette. 

In the debate on the naval estimatesin the French 
Chamber of Deputies Dec. 8 M. Barbey, Minister of 
Marine, said that the buildiug of ships for the navy 
continued with unabated activity, and that within
